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Pursuant  to  letters  missive  to  a  coun- 
cil convened  at  the  Second  church  at 
1  i  t  P.  M.,  Tuesday,  Feb.  6th.  The 
letter  missive  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Chapin  of  No,  Weymouth,  and  Rev. 
E.  Alden  of  Marshfield  was  chosen 
moderator,  and  Rev.  Will  C.  Wood  of 
Scituate,  Scribe.  The  moderator  led 
in  prayer.  The  council  roll  was  then 
made  up  as  follows  : — Rev.  E.  Alden 
a>id  Bro.  John  H.  Bourne  of  Marsh- 
field,  First  church,  Rev.  Geo.  M. 
Boynton  and  Dea.  Henry  T.  Hoganof 
Jamaica  Plain,  Rev.  Will  C.  Wood  of 
Scituate,  Rev.  G.  Yager  and  Bro.  John 
Bates  of  Cohasset,  Rev.  F.  J.  Mundy 
and  Dea.  Chas.  B.  Cushing  of  East 
Weymouth  and  R.  L.  Frary  of  Wey- 
mouth and  Braintree. 

The  first  matter  to  be  acted  upon 
was  the  dismissal  of  Rev.  Mr.  Yager. 

The  pastor's  resignation  was  read 
by  the  clerk  of  the  church,  Bro.  Phi- 
lander Bates,  and  the  vote  of  the 
church  accepting  the  resignation;  the 
vote  of  concurrence  was  read  by  Bro. 
Jchn  Bates  clerk  of  the  society.  Rev. 
Bro.  Yager,  in  answer  to  a  question, 
gave  his  general  reasons  for  going  to 
another  field.  After  several  questions 
and  responses,  on  motion  of  Rev.  F.  J. 
Mundy,  the  council  unanimously  vo- 
ted to  accede  to  the  request  of  the 
pastor,  church  and  society  for  the  dis- 
missal of  Rev.  Bro.  Yager,  and  to 
make  expression  of  their  feelings  on 
this  matter  in  the  result  of  council. 
The  following  were  chosen  to  prepare 
the  result  of  council  in  this  direction, 
Rev.  F.  P.  Chapin,  Rev.  L.  H.  Frary 
and  the  Scribe.  Their  report  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  council 
when  by  themselves  as  follows  : — The 
council  of  churches  called  by  the 
church  of  Cohasset  to  give  advice  con- 
cerning matters  set  before  them  in  a 
letter  missive,  council  as  follows  : — 
While  we  repent  exceedingly  on  be- 
half of  this  church  and  community, 
and  as  well,  on  our  own  behalf  as 
neighboring  churches  and  pastors,  th  e 
departure  of  our  brother,  Rev.  Gran- 
ville Yager,  from  this  region,  we  never- 
theless feel,  on  full  presentation  of 
the  farts,  that  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church  jetms  to  call  him  to  another 
sphere  of  duty  and  usefulness,  and  we 
therefore  feel  constrained  to  advise  the 
.-tisinission  requested.  In  doing  this, 
we  are  very  far  from  believing  that  the 
retiring  pastor  has  outlived  hi*  possible 
usefulness  with  this  people  ;  but  the 
field  opening  before  bim  promises  a 
sphere  of  enlarged  duty  and  usefulness, 
which  it  seems  to  be  his  duty  to  enter. 

We  express  00  our  behalf  and  on  be- 
half of  this  church  and  corn  m  unity  our 
respect  and  love  for  our  brother  as  an 
upright^consoentious  and  lirge  minded 
tnan.of  earnest  public  spirit,  of  U 
and  thoughtful  christian  feeling, 
gent  student  of  God*  holy  word  and  the 
works  of  God  In  nature  and  mind 
which  explain,  and  prove,  and  enforce 
it,  an  earnest  faithful  preacher  and  a 
wise  pastor  and  Iriend.  We  sincerely 
pray  Cod  to  bless  blm  to  the  people 
who  have  called  him,  and  his  memory 
to  the  people  from  whom  he  part*. 
And  we  add  our  devout  prayer  that 
God  would  speedily  send  them  another 
pastor  after  hit  own  heart  to  show 
Christ'*  fulness  to  his  church  and  con- 
rlct  and  convert  slnnen. 

The  *econd  matter  to  be  referred  to 
the  council,  was  then  brought  forward, 
the  ordination  of  Bro.  Harlan  Page, 
preachlnc  at  Ueechwood*.

From  the  manuscript  Town  Books 
now  ready  for  the  printer  we  gather 
the  following  . — Nineteen  marriages 
were  registered  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  during  the  past  year ;  forty-two 
deaths  and  fifty-three  births,  all  the 
latter  excepting  two  occurring  in  this 
town.  Among  the  deaths  will  be  found 
two  names  of  persons  over  90, 
two  between  88  and  90,  and  five 
80  and  88  years,  fn  addition  to  the 
names  of  those  who  have  died  in  this 
town  during  the  year,  we  find  twelve 
who  were  brought  into  town  for  inter- 
ment. Sixteen  intentions  of  marriage 
were  issued  during  the  year. 


Obituary. 
On  Monday  evening  last  at  six 
o'clock,  passed  to  his  reward  Mr.  James 
Stoddard,  aged  80  years,  it  months, 
*9  days,  alter  a  brief  illness  which 
confined  him  to  his  bed  only  eight 
dap.  A  man  to  whose  sterling  quali- 
ties we  can  all  attest,  whose  motto  was 
Right,  cost  what  it  may.  Noted 
throughout  the  town  and  in  the  distant 
city,  where  for  many  years  he  plied  his 
craft  as  a  "worker,"  in  whose  body 
there  did  not  exist  a  lazy  bone.  In- 
stances by  the  score  could  be  given  of 
this  characteristic  as  peculiarly  mani- 
fested by  him. 

Two  generations  have  looked  up  to 
this  man  as  a  true  landmark,  and  with 
those  of  his  own  time  he  stood  pre- 
eminent as  one  in  whom  you  could  re- 
ly. For,'what  "Uncle  Jim"  said,  that 
would  he  stick  to.  Eccentric  as  he 
in  many  things,  no  deserving  cause 
asked  his  aid  in  vain. 

His  occupation  and  its  results  are 
well  known.  He  modelled  the  frame 
id  timbers  of  that  monster  ship  the 
Great  Republic,  up  to  that  time  the 
largest  vessel  afloat  in  the  world.  He 
it  was,  in  company  with  a  number  of 
others,  that  built  and  launched  from 
Donald  M.  Kay's  yard  at  East  Boston 
►o  many  of  those  staunch  ships  and 
ipeedy  clippers  whose  canvas  stretched 
to  the  breeze  in  every  latitude  and  at 
whose  masthead  floated  the  Stars  and 
Stripes.  Alas  I  for  our  merchant  ma- 
rine. 

Rev.  C.  R.  Fitts  of  Quincy  con- 
ducted the  funeral  services  and  paid 
such  tributes  to  the  memory  of  the  dc 
ceased,  taken  from  his  personal  ac- 
quaintance with  him,  as  only  a  true 
friend  can. 

To  the  widow  it  must  seem  like  part- 
ing with  a  part  ot  herself.  Never  hav- 
ing been  separated  since  childhood 
except  as  his  occupation  competled  his 
absence  from  home.  They  were  mar- 
ried more  than  55  years  ago.  She  is 
8t  years  of  age  and  apparently  has  a 
good  lease  of  life  yet  before  her.  We 
hope  so.

"Improving  Harbor  at  Plymouth, 
Mass.  Previous  expenditures  on  this 
work  have  aggregated  in  round  num- 
bers JW5.000,  the  object  of  the  expen- 
diture being  to  preserve  the  beach  by 
which  the  harbor  is  sheltered  from 
easterly  storms,  and  to  widen,  deepen 
and  straighten  a  channel  leading  to  the 
wharves  of  Plymouth,  the  original 
channel  having  a  minimum  depth  of 
six  inches  only  at  mean  low  water. 
The  benehts  to  be  derived  from  these 
improvements  appear  to  be  local,  with 
but  little  bearing  on  the  commerce  of 
the  country.  One  of  the  strong  argu- 
ments advanced  for  improving  the 
neighboring  harbor  of  Scituate,  Mass. 
is,  that  the  Plymouth  harbor  is  so  dif- 
ficult of  approach  as  to  render  it  al- 
most useless  to  strangers."

The  most  ecoo- 
omical  'drcss  for  the  jierson  to  whom 
economy  is  a  necessity,  is  one  whose 
chief  part  is  silk,  with  velvet  tor  tb 
basque,  and  slight  trimmings  ou  tb 
lower  skirt.  If  the  entire  basque  is 
vchct,  it  will  be  found  very  useful  with 
other  skirts  of  silk  or  wool,  even  though 
there  may  be  uo  velvet  ou  those  skirts. 
Tbo  ftros  grain  skirt  may  be  entirely 
of  silk,  although  a  pretty  finish  is  gi 
by  a  box-plcating  of  velvet  at  the  I 
of  tho  skirt,  upon  the  top  of  which 
tho  bias  silk  llouncc.  American  black 
silks,  especially  those  of  the  Cli 
maunfactnre,  arc  selling  in  grcnt  quan- 
tities, mauy  merchants  selling  it  as 
foreign  silk,  because  their  customers  so 
manytimes  affect  to  disduiu  American 
goods  of  any  kind.

With  the  revival  of  black  silk  there 
is  ulso  a  return  to  black  wool  costumes. 
It  is  again  considered  indispensable, 
and  is  worn  alike  by  the  your, 
old.  Cashmeres  and  camel' 
cloth  appear  as  tho  most  popular  fab- 
rics, aod  the  color,  like  that  of  the 
bhick  silks,  must  be  jet  black  Wool- 
en repped  stuffs,  having  tho  reps  length- 
wise iustcad  of  across  the  fabric, 
so  liked.  The  favorite  trimmiug  for 
all  tbej-c  drosses  is  embroidery  done  oi 
the  material.  When  a  rich  fabric  i 
desired,  the  Henrietta  cloth  is  used 
this  is  no  longer  eoofiucd  to  nionrniug, 
but  is  woru  by  those  wearing  colors 
w  ell.  The  favorite  trinmiiug  for  this 
is  silk  Spauish  lace,  with  heavy  corded 
designs  on  meshes  of  guipure.

replied  that  he  thought  he  had  a  good 
case,  and  that  if  he  was  successful 
and  won  the  case  for  him,  he  must 
pay  him  one  thousand  dollars,  and  if 
he  did  not  win  he  need  not  pay  him 
anything.  When  Webster  commenced 
his  plea,  he  said  this  case  reminded 
him  of  a  story.  "A  wealthy  man  had 
a  simpleton  for  his  son  and  as  the  old 
man  was  approaching  dealh, 
priest  was  sent  for,  the  simpleton 
the  mean  lime  concealed  himself  in  a 
closet  connected  with  the  room. 
When  ihe  priest  came,  after  making 
peace  with  his  soul,  he  influenced  the 
dying  man  to  make  a  will  and  with 
pen  in  hand  qucsiioned  him  :  'Shall  I 
write  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the 
church  ?'  to  which  the  old  man  an- 
swered •yea.'  -Shall  I  write  ten  thous- 
and dollars  for  our  college  V— •yea'— 
'Shall  I  write  ten  thousand  dollars  to 
your  priest  ?'— *yea.'  The  simpleton 
seeing  that  his  father  was  forgetting 
him.  as  there  was  but  little  remaining, 
called  out  from  his  concealment, 
•Shall  I  cowhide  this  old  devil  out  ? 
to  which  he  answered  'yea,'  and  so  in 
the  present  case,  a  dying  man  will  an- 
swer *yea"  to  most  anything.  The 
case  was  won,  and  Webster  re- 
ceived his  thousand  and  his  client 
$29,000." 

Among  the  recent  attractions 
East  Marshfield  in  the  antique  line,  is 
an  old  fashioned  clock,  manufactured 
by  the  manufacturer  of  the  clock  on 
the  Old  South  Church,  Boston,  Gowen 
Brown,  which  we  saw  among  the  col 
lections  of  Mr.  James  L.  Rogers. 
The  origin  of  the  Old  South  clock  dales 
back  to  the  revolution.  The  preju- 
of  the  old  patriots  was  so  great 
against  anything  manufactured  by  the 
English  that  they  would  not  put  - 
clock  on  the  Old  South,  that  car 
from  England,  although  superior  to 
any  other;  at  this  juncture,  Gowen 
Brown,  a  colonist,  steps  forward  and 
offers  to  build  as  gooH  a  clock  as  can 
be  made  in  England,  they  accept 
his  offer,  and  ihe  accurate  «me  it  has 
kept  for  over  a  century  is  proof  enough 
that  uld  Brown's  clock  was  true  to  his 
word,  and  ii  is  a  rare  thing  to  see  a 
clock  of  his  manufacture  to-day.  The 
clock  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Rogers 
was  made  by  Mr.  Brown  before  the 
revolution,  about  the  year  1760.  It 
is  handsome,  bnilt  of  San  Domingo 
mahogany,  brass  dial,  with  days  of  the 
month,  and  a  silent  slriker,  hcighi  8  ft 
2  in.  an  eight  day  clock,  with  a  very 
fine  tone  bell.  Mr.  Amos  Rogers,  who 
lived  on  the  spot  now  occupied  by  Mr. 
Hatch  Carver,  bought  the  clock  of 
Gowen  Brown  and  paid  one  hundred 
dollars  in  gold.  This  old  patriarch 
ol  Marshfield,  Mr.  Rogers,  was  born  in 
172s  and  died  in  1S02.  Rachael,  his 
wife  was  born  in  1733  and  died  in 
1798.  He  left  three  children,  Ather- 
ton  Wales,  Persis  and  Rachel.  Ra- 
chel married  Capt.  Geo.  Liitle,  and 
died  in  1833,  aged  79,  her  husband 
died  in  1809,  aged  55.  They  left  four 
children,  George  died  in  18 it,  aged 
30,  Rachel  W,  who  died  in  iSio,  aged 
26,  Amos  R.,  who  was  shot  in  1815, 
aged  22,  by  his  cousin,  Luther  Little, 
being  a  lillle  deranged  and  known  to 
be  verv  fnendly  to  him,  Ed.  P.  Little 
died  in  1875,  aged  84.  Three  of  the 
children  died  unmarried;  Ed.  P.  Little 
married  Edy  Rogers,  who  died  in  1852 
and  left  among  other  children  Amos 
Little,  who  is  a  dry  goods  merchant  in 
Philadelphia.  The  above  clock  allud- 
ed to  was  purchased  in  1829,  of  Ra- 
chel, daughter  of  the  original  proprie- 
tor, Amos  Rogers,  by  Caleb  Thomas, 
who  lived  in  ihe  house  of  Amos  Rog- 
ers at  the  time,  and  in  the  fall  of  t88i 
James  L.  Rogers  purchased  it  of  the 
widow  Thomas.  It  is  worth  seeing 
and  Mr.  Rogers  will  cheerfully  show  it 
to  any  one  desiring  to  view  it.
